As long as the 
citizens of Newmarket show the same indifference to municipal 
affairs, so evident on nomination night, Newmarket will never 
have the advantages it should. No able citizen is going to 
run for office where his worth is measured by the amount of 
punishment he can absorb. There is no encouragement for 
those in office v/hen their accomplishments are ignored and 
their faults continually harped upon.
